REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
references of record teaches or suggests the claimed method for forming a 
semiconductor device including the steps of simultaneously forming a bit line and a 
connection layer; simultaneously forming a storage node of the cell capacitor and the 
lower electrode of the capacitor element; simultaneously forming a dielectric layer of the 
cell capacitor and the capacitor element; and simultaneously forming a cell plate of the 
cell capacitor and an upper electrode of the capacitor element.
